This marking 
is supplementary to the control marking of HGFOKN , INTCQM CONTROL, 
and BACKGROUND USE ONLY, to signify that the originator doslres 
special protection of n sens i t iv e Source. H trill ho tho rtiynrfMlky <f 
each recipient department and agency to make a determination a i its 
distribution of such information marked with this warning notice. 

12. These control marking i. and procedures do not supers ed e nor 
affect the special controls for Hie diss eminatio n and use of apedlai and 
atomic intelligence nor do they affect apodal indi cat o r a utilised by tho 
various department* and agencies for established distribution of material. 
In addition, these markings and procedures do not affect ether ce n tral 
measures established by the various departments and agencies for infor- 
mation subject to laws concerning copyright, lible, slander, and commssit 
tions, nor other information which for moral, ethical, or legal i nsau 
must be protected by other control measures.

Any dijiserri nation af intelligent. ta classified centre ct or s must be 
strictly gatersf d by the aeed-to-fcaow in direct retatien ta the per- 
formance of the contract requirements and other requirements of 
this Directive. 

(a) A department or agency may disseminate its own pi sdsnad 
intelligence to its classified contractors upon appropr iate deter- 
mination of the need-to- knot' end other sstahlished regain— nil. 

<h) Intelligence originating ta another deportment or agency 
will not be disseminated to contractor* except by permission of 
the originating agency. 

<c) In or err te meet special requirement* for the famishing 
of intelligence information to certain contractors, depar tmen ts aad 
agencies may establish bilateral agreement* for the Of s semination 
of their originated intelligence information to each contractors.
